REMARKS OF SELECTMEN. 


Street Railways. 


HE Railroad Commissioners refused to approve the 
franchise of the hoston & Worcester Railway Co. 
for an extension of its tracks from Worcester 
street into Natick, and suggested that a new and 


somewhat different franchise be granted by the 
town. Consequently, such a one was drawn up, upon the petition 
of the Company of May 11th. A pubhe hearing was given upon 
it on May 29th, and the new franchise subseqently granted. 
Owing to the Commission not having rendered its decision, an 
extension of time, from January 1. 1906, for one year, was 
granted. 

An extension of time for one year, from January 1, 1906, 
“was also given to the Framingham & Cochituate Street Railway 
‘Company in which to complete its line. 

A petition was received from the directors of the Natick, 
‘Sherborn & Millis Street Railway Company for permission to 
-construct a line between the towns mentioned, and a public hear- 
ing was given upon the petition. An adjournment was asked for 
-at this hearing by the Company for two weeks, which was 
-oranted. At the subsequent hearing, My. Muggsley, acting for 
the Company, asked that the petition be dismissed, and this was 
-clone. 


Petition for Permission to Carry Baggage and Freight. 


Petitions were received from the Natick & Cochituate 
‘Street Railway Company, and the South Middlesex Street Rail-

way Company for permission to act as common carriers of bag- 
gage and freight. A hearing was held upon these petitions which 
was largely attended. Owing to the fact that a Committee of the 
Legislature had had the subject of street railways acting in this. 
capacity under consideration during the summer recess and have 
just reported a new bill having an important bearing upon the 
matter, the Board considered that the interests of the town would 
be better protected by waiting to see what action the legislature 
will take upon the subject. 


Edison Electric Wluminating Company. 


During the year a petition was received from the Edison 
Electric Iuminating Company for permission to erect a lne of 
poles from :the Dover line over Pleasant street, Union street, 
Hanchett Avenue, South Avenue, Middlesex Avenue, and Wash- 
ington Avenue to the power station. 

The Board did not deem it apvisable to grant a location for 
so mans poles, some 210 in number, and the Company secured a 
right of way over private property to North Avenue. Permission 
was granted the company to erect poles upon this street to the 
corner of Washington street, where the conduit was begun, and 
extended to North Main street and over North Main street to the. 
station. This is the beginning of the construction of a general 
underground system for the town. In return for this permission 
the company executed a written agreement to pay to the town 
the sum of $200 annually for 10 years. 

The Edison Company asked for a permit to reconstruct. its. 
line on North Main street, from Park street to Felch Brothers’ 
shop, and this was granted by the Board, with the requirement 
that Natick labor be employed wherever possible on the work, at 
wages of $2.00 for a day of nine hows. The board further re- 
quired that the company reconstruct the town’s fire alarm systent 
over the same route and furnish the necessary wire ete. for the 
purpose These conditions were accepted by the company, as 
also a condition requiring that Natick labor at $2.00 for a nine 
hour day be employed wherever possible in the construction of 
the pole line on North Avenue and the conduit svstem on North

Avenue and North Main street, and, in addition, the company 
paid for the services of a supervisor appointed by the Selectmen 
to protect the interests of the town. 


New England Telephone and Telegraph Company. 


Many applications were received from this company during 
the year for pole locations over different streets; some of these 
were granted and some were not. In many cases private locations 
were secured, as on West Central street, and subscribers secured 
their connections in this way by what is known as the “back 
yard system.” 

The Board is inchned to favor this system wherever possible, 
rather than giving permission to erect poles in tne streets. 


Gypsy and Brown Tail Moths. 


Superintendent Kirkland of the state gypsy moth bureau 
called the attention of the Board to the presence of gypsy and 
brown tail moths in the town and the advisabihty of adopting 
measures of extermination. The Board took immediate action, 
issuing about 1,700 circulars to the property owners, containing 
extracts from the statutes and information as to the best methods 
of fighting the moths, and the tree warden, Henry 8. Hunnewell, 
was appointed local superintendent of the work. Mr. Hunne- 
well has undertaken the work and conducted it im a manner 
which is very creditable to the town, and the systematic cam- 
paign which he is waging, will, we believe, be fruitful of excel- 
lent results. | . 

Street Lighting. 


The contract for street hghting the past vear was divided 
between the Edison Electric Ulaminating Company and the 
Welsbach Street Lighting Company. This arrangement has 
proven very satisfactory, and it is the unpression of the Board 
that it is the best method to follow the coming year. 

There are some instances where extra Hehts are needed and 
have been petitioned for. | 

On afew occasions when the lights have not been satisfactory 
the companies have allowed a rebate to the town. 


Concrete Walks. 


An appropriation of $1,500 was made for this purpose, out 
of which $500 was to be expended for repairing and resurfacing 
old walks. About $700 was spent in this direction. In many 
places curbing was installed at the request of the abuttors, who- 
assumed one half of the expense. Many corner curbs were also- 
placed, upon which there were no rebates. 

New walks are needed in many places, but the Board was: 
unable, of course, to cover the town, but has done the best it could 
under the conditions.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY SURVEYOR. 


on EG to submit herewith my sixth annual report 
as Highway Surveyor of the town of Natick. 
The work during the past year has been more 
varied than during the period covered by my last 
report. The West Central street work, so im- 
portant an undertaking, has been successfully completed, and will 
remain indefinitely a credit to our town, completing as it does a 
practical boulevard from Boston to beyond our town limits. 
While gutters and bridges have to an extent received our at- 
tention in previous years, we have during the past year devoted 
much labor to underdrains, the importance of which will upon 
reflection, appeal to every citizen and which I wish later in 
my report to present to you. 
The position of highway surveyor, is 1n a sense a most difficult 
one, and as each year goes by it becomes more apparent. In a 
previous report I gave the number of miles of streets and side- 
walks in our town. These everyone surely realizes need constant 
attention, allow that a sufficient appropriation might be had 
within a specific period, and permanent repairs could be made 
which would leave us in an enviable position with most any 
municipality in our state of a like population and valuation. To 
accomplish within a short period of one year within the usual ex- 
penditure, too small to obtain lasting results, work which will 
meet the real necessities of all parts and sections of our town, is 
physically impossible. Regardless of the intent and earnestness 


of any highway surveyor, it cannot be fulfilled with economy. 
My earnest work has been to bring about results which will not 
merely temporize, but be productive of lasting results.

Relative to the expenditure for highways, I beg to submit the 
appropriations made by towns, approximating our population, 
having in mind our 110 miles of streets to be cared for,

While I do not suggest any increase in the street appropria- 
tion I trust our citizens will appreciate that return is being attained 
for so small an appropriation, having in mind the greater number 
of miles of streets, while it may not be germane to the matter I 
refer to and while every citizen may be cognizant of existing 
conditions, it may be well at this time to account for the fixed ex 

-penses of this department, that all may know what part of the 
appropriation is available for work on road repairs and construe- 
tion. At the outset we have to expend for:

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Our work on underdrains amounted to $2,252.16, expended 
as follows: 


West Central street $1,366 32 
Washington Avenue 235 02 
Union court drain ; Gasol 
Main street. ; : 194 95 
Harvard street ; : 228 89

Underdrains are the most important part of street work, 
and once completed are lasting. We possess too few of this 
important element, and while costly at the outset, the character 
and developed result are so necessary that future repairs on 
streets being so equipped are greatly minimized. I should 
recomimend the construction of underdrains at 

1. The west end of Odd Fellows’ Block, to drain 
Pond street, and especially Pearl street, which 
cannot be drained in any other way. In this 
drain can be taken the water from Concord and 
Waban streets. 


2. From Oakland street to drain Forest Avenue, Rey- 
nolds street and High street to the Randall 


Brook. 
3. On Washington street to the Harvard Street 
Brook. 


4. On South Main street at the west end of Walcott 
street to Brook. 


From my annual appropriation I felt it necessary to construct 
anderdrains along the line of our West Central street road. 
This amounted to $1566.52. On the original estimate furnished 
by the State no account was taken for the necessity of their 
construction, but so apparent was the need of such drainage and 
to have the work left in a manner to prevent possible washouts 
J had them installed. While it made a severe drain upon our 
appropriation it was so important we deemed it most expedient. 
‘This expenditure was not included in the original estimate of the 
Commissioners which was $5900.00. 


\ 
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On Main street we constructed an underdrain from Middlesex 
block to Summer street, relieving the over-flow on the Main 


street crossing between these points. The results must be ap- 
parent. to everyone. ‘This avoids the impediment to teams on 
the West Central street corner, and makes easier access under- 
all conditions from Perry’s drug store and from Tsvitchell’s. 
drug store to Fair Bros. 
Our resurfacing work during the year has been as extensive: 
as possible. While work with the steam roller is in a measure 
satisfactory, 1t of course produces but temporary relief. 


Concrete Work. 


We inaugurated during the past year the building of side- 
walks on the concrete principle by this department. On the 


north side of Pond street a sidewalk was completed beyond 
Palmer Ave., under a special appropriation of $500. This 
construction resulted in work under my personal supervision to - 
which I not only advise, but request investigation as to its wear- 
ing qualities. I firmly believe the Town can save much from 
our appropriation by having our work done by our own depart- 
inent, under our own supervision. The sidewalk construction 
has formerly been under the control of the Board of Selectmen. 
Realizing that the selectmen owing to their personal duties can- - 
not give the necessary attention which they might desire, we 
would suggest that inasmuch as we have saved about $125 on 
this work, considering the employment of Natick labor that fu- 
ture concrete construction should be left to this department. I 
am satisfled that work of this nature can be accomplished with 
much saving to this department by carrying on this work. 
This must be apparent to all for work completed by a Town de- 
artment must necessarily be of the best result. We must ex- 
pend $500 to $700 for what is known as top coating, to replace - 
or renew concrete work on our walks. I maintain that work of 
this nature once conpleted can be permanent, and at the same 
time be done at the outset so properly as to preclude the neces- - 


sity of high cost future repairs.

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PARK COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


The Park Commissioners beg leave to submit herewith thei 
second Annual report. 

It was thought best to confine the work entirely to the 
common and Washburn Square, where it was so badly needed. 
The common was in a very poor condition; not only was the 
grass worn and shabby, but the surface of the ground had been 
trodden hard, and the trees were suffering in consequence. 

It was therefore decided to plough up the entire surface, and 
to enrich the worn out soil by a liberal supply of manure and 
fertilizer. The paths had to be newly laid out, straightened, and 
in some cases, widened to accommodate the increased travel. 

Owing to the use made of the path on Central street by the 
public while waiting for the electric cars, it had to .be greatly 
widened and the surface concreted. The edges of all paths were 
then sodded and the surface of all grass plots rolled and seeded. 
A wire fence of a temporary character was placed at the most 
frequented portions to protect the newly seeded land, and a low 
hedge of Japanese barberries was planted on the Central street 
side. Unfortunately, these plants arrived so late that many of 
them died, and will have to be replaced next spring. This work 
proved to be long and expensive, but it is hoped that it will not 
only add greatly to the appearance of the common, but that it 
will prove to be of great and permanent value to health of the trees. 

The second piece of work was the attempt to put Washburn 
square in some sort of order. The land was in a most untidy 
and hopeless condition, the surface being so low that many loads 
of filling and loam had to be carted in to raise it to the necessary 
level. 

The boundaries were altered and straightened, a granite 
curb was built around it, and new sidewalks made, the one on 
Cottage street being made of concrete. 


A few large growing shrubs were planted at the end of the 
square, some trees set out, and the entire surface levelled, man- 
ured, seeded and rolled. What was an untidy dumping place 
has now become, at least, neat looking, and in a few years the 
square should present an attractive appearance. 

It was not possible to do any further work, the remaining 
funds only sufficing to keep the common and Washburn square 
mowed and as free as possible from rubbish and papers. 

Another year some work should be done at the Coolidge play 
ground, and at the town and Coolidge parks; some worthless trees 
and brush should be removed, if only to lessen the great danger 
of forest fires. 

Natick is unusually fortunate in possessing two such large 
wooded parks so near the center of the town, and reasonable care 
should be taken to preserve them for the future, when they will 
be of great value to the public.

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REPORT OF FIRE ENGINEERS, 


To THe Citizens or THE Town or NATICK. 

We herewith submit for your consideration the following re- 
port of the Ifire Department for the year ending January 31 
1906. 

The department responded to fifty-five (55) bell alarms, 
thirty-two (32) still alarms, twelve (12) telephone calls, ten (10) 
automatic calls, and eleven (11) exposure fires, making a total of 
one-hundred-twenty (120). 

This record in comparison with that of last year, forty-three 
(43) bells, six (6) telephones, four (4) automatics, and twenty- 
six (26) stili alarms, shows an increase of forty-one (41). 

The fire loss for the last vear has been very heavy, due prin- 
cipally, to the large fire at ielchville, and the Brennan fire. 
Outside of these two fires, the loss would compare favorably 
with last year, daetaeay) as increased number of alarms. 

The following statistics include a record of all fires and 
alarms, the cause of same, the value of property at risk, the 
amount of insurance carried, and paid, and such other informa- 
tion as we deem of value.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF FIRE ALARI.. 


Boarp or ENGINEERS : 

Gentlemen: J have the honor to submit to you, tor your 
consideration, my fourth annual report of this valuable branch 
of your department for the year ending January 31, 1906. 

There were more alarms sounded from the system this year 
than any previous year since its installation. Fifty-three (53) 
first alarms, five (5) second alarms and one (1) third me) ‘for 
fires were transmitted, also one (1) special signal October 8th 
for the assembly of citizens and firemen to assist police in finding a 
lost person, and one (1) special signal November 4th for depart- 
ment test. 

No serious trouble has occurred the past year to mar the 
efficiency of the system. Owing to the objections of an abutter 
on Oakland street, it became necessary to discontinue that por- 
tion of the No. 5 circuit, that went over private property fronz 
High to Cemetery street. After making a thorough investigation 
of the matter, I decided to divide the circuit, running one side 
of line from Station 23 on Pond street and connecting with old 
line at Cemetery street, then from Station 21 on West Central 
street to the old railroad bed, Washington Avenue, Middlesex 
Avenue, Spring and Summer streets, to the Central Fire Station, 
and, by so doing, lessen the amount of wire in circuit forty-nine 
hundred and twenty-five feet (4925). 

That portion of the No. 4 circuit, measuring from the South 
Natick Station to the second pole on Water street, was rebuilt 
and located on poles owned by the New England Tel. and Tel. 
Co. The rebuilding of this portion of the circuit places the 
wires in a safe position, as the old location was very dangerous, 
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owing to the Edison high tensioir wires, which were apt to causé 
serious trouble at any time. 

The building of the new Edison line on North Avenue made 
it necessary that the wires of this department be placed on new 
poles, which was done at a small expense. 

The tape register at the South Natick house not giving good 
satisfaction, was taken out and sent to the Gamewell factory, 
and was thoroughly cleaned and repaired. As this type of regis- 
ter was not made to work on a closed circuit system, I had contact 
points placed on a spare six-inch gong, and placed in the tene- 
ment occupied by Mr. Sproule, connected register with dry 
battery to contact points on gong, and the results are more 
satisfactory. 

The Milliken key box has been placed on Stations 17, 24, 26 
and 34, and up to date no trouble has occurred from saine. I 
would recommend that other stations be fitted with this device, 
as oftentimes a serious fire occurs in looking up a key, 

Through the efforts of the Board of Selectmen, in their 
dealings with the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, the 
old line on North Main street, from Whitney’s crossing to 
Worcester street, and from the entrance to Camp Tray as far 
north as the North Natick schooi house, is being rebuilt by 
said Edison Co., at their own expense, which will be a saving 
to this department of about $200 

This line, owing to the number of years it has been in 
service, has given some little trouble at times the past six 
months, due principally to the breaking of old crossarms and 
pins, allowing our wires to cross with those of the Edison Co. 
As soon as this work is completed it will remove all danger 
from burnouts by electric wires on this street, with the excep- 
tion of where the line crosses Worcester street, and I would 
recommend that the wires at this point be placed under ground, 
as the prescnt location is very dangerous. 

There are several places where our wires shou'd be changed 
to new locations, so as to avoid all possible connection with 
electric light wires. 

The different circuits should ke providel with a new style 
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hghtning arrester, and by so doing, lessen the danger from burn- 
outs by lightning, as oftentimes through the summer months, in a 
thunder storm, the different circuits are out of commission, just 
. the time there is most apt to be a fire. 1 would recommend that 
these changes be made in the spring. 


Conciusion.—In concluding this report permit, me to re- 
turn my thanks to you for the support given me in the discharge 
of my duties:. Also tendering my thanks to the Edison Electric 
INuminating Co. and employees, the New England Tel. & Tel. 
Co., and members of the department for the many courtesies 
shown.

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REMARKS. 


HE present Board of Engineers, on entering upon 
their duties May 1, 1905, found the firancial, 
part of the department in a very poor condition, 
to run the remaining nine months. 

Out of the appropriation of $7,972.11, which 
includes receipts received after May 1, there was drawn $824.66. 
for bills contracted previous to February 1, 1905, and bills to 
the amount of $2,816.83 for running expenses, making a total of’ 
$3,641.49 drawn previous to May 1, 1905, which would leave: 
a balance of $4,330.62 to run the department the balance of the. 
year. 


Out of this balance we have paid since May 1 $35.00 for- 
bills contracted previous to February 1, 1905, which, if added 
to $824.66, would make the unpaid bills for the year 1904-5. 
amount to $859.66 instead of $350, as shown in last report 
which should have been shown up to the citizens in a proper: 
hight and met by a special appropriation. 

The quarterly pay roll, including permanent man, amounts. 
to $1,311.25 for nine months, it would figure $3,933.75; taken 
from the balance left May 1, $4,830.62, would leave $396.87, to- 
meet all incidental expenses for the remaining nine months. 
of the year, which would be an utter impossibility. 

There are bills to the amount of $626.95, left unpaid, which 
were contracted from Feb. 1, 1905, to May 1, 1905, which, with 
bills amounting to $43.08, we have paid since May 1, contracted: 
in the same period, would amount to $669.98, which, if it had 
been paid in full, would have left us $273.11 short, to pay the- 
men in full to Feb. 1, 1906. As it is, we are short $88.00 on 
pay roll, which is included in the list of unpaid bills contracted 
from May 1, 1905, to Feb. 1, 1906, amounting 6 $1,020.57. 

If the above mentioned $859.66, representing the unpaid 
bills for the year 1904-5, had been met by a special appropria-- 
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tion with the following unnecessary items, such as the purchasing 
of rubber coats, nozzles, ladder hooks and door opener, amount- 
ing to $194.85, paid in Order No. 48, the unpaid bills of the 
Combination Ladder Co. for one deluge set, one twenty-five 
foot extension, one twenty-eight foot extension, and two seven- 
teen foot ladders amounting to $279.87, with the unpaid Cal- 
lahan bill of $262.75, for testing and repairing 700 feet of old 
hose, which is, with the exception of 300 feet. not fit for ser- 
vice, would make a total of $1,597.18, which would show to the 
citizens that if a little more precaution had been used previous 
to May 1 it would have given us sufficient money to run the 
department the remaining nine months of the year. 

As to the condition of buildings, under our control, we 
would state that the Central Station is very much in need of 
repairs in some instances; the only repairs that have been made 
in the past six years have been the laying of new floors in the 
battery, smoking, bath, and engineer’s rooms, also the varnishing 
of same. This was done at a small outlay as the labor has been 
done by the permanent man witha very little outside help. 

There are a few small leaks on the roof: the outside, as 
well as the apparatus room, and the stable needs painting; also 
the window sashes all over the building on the inside. 

The Felchville house should receive two coats of paint on 
the outside, as the front and north side of the building were 
blistered the day of the big fire. The roof is leaking in places, 
and should be made tight, also the stall in the stable should be 
thoroughly repaired. 

The South Natick house, should be painted two coats, side 
and out. The total cost for these repairs, will amount to $346, 

The amount of hose at the Central station is too small to 
rely on in case of a big tire. We have 3000 feet that 1s servicea- 
ble, 850 feet that leaks all over, and should be relined, as the 
outer jackets are in good order. At the South Natick station 
we have 1850 feet serviceable, and 500 feet that is poor, and at 
the Felchville station, 1200 feet serviceable, and 400 feet poor. 
The hose at the three independent stations remains as reported 
last year, 1050 feet at Hose 5 station, 900 feet at Hose 6 station, 
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and 1000 feet at. Hose 7 station., The apparatus, with the ex- 
_ ception, of Engine 1, is in good order; this piece of apparatus 
should. be painted, as the wheels on one side are in very poor 
condition, caused from the intense heat at the Felchville fire. It 
should also be fitted with a new grate, which with some piping 
around pumps, will put this engine in first class order as her 
suction valves were renewed the past year. | 
We wouid recommend an appropriation of $7,150 for pay 
roll and running expenses $1,647.52 to pay up old bills; $346 for 
repairs on three stations. and $600 for new hose. This we are 
very much in need of as the supply at the Central station is 
small. Im concluding this report, we wish to thank the mem- 
bers for their quick response to duty, also the police for the 
mnany courtesies received.

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From time to time during the past year teachers of the 
several grades have met together and compared results obtained 
in this line of work to the benefit of both teacher and pupil. 
Teachers have realized the value which obtains in education 
when a child develops a genuine interest in what he does and 
so far as possible the instruction in English has been made one 
of the lvest and most fruitful subjects of instruction in the 
whole school curriculum. 

Speaking generally, there has been no change of importance 
made in the course of study or methods of instruction the past 
year. Improvement in education does not come primarily from 
that direction. . As a rule the real gain comes in proportion as 
the teacher herself develops maturity of mind and sympathy of 
soul, and is enabled thereby to get a deeper insight into children’s 
interests and capabilities. ‘There are a certain few elements in 
the several studies of the Common school course which it is neces- 
sary for a child to have absolutely and practicably at his com- 
‘mand—the essentials of education we might say—and these ele- 
ments, are as a rule, ascertained and mastered by the average 
child without serious difficulty. 

The development of the child’s mind and the habits which 
go to make up his character under public school influences is, 
however, an entirely different problem and the teacher’s live in- 
fluence and direction is for this purpose more potent than books. 
Every day of the child’s life should be to him a lesson in _thor-. 
ough work; an expression of careful thought; an experience in 
showing consideration for others. There should be in his teacher 
an ever present example of courtesy, of cheerfulness, of strength 
of character and of the power to see the good and honest things 
of lite. me 


Unconsciously for the child, but consciously and purposely 
by the teacher, there should be a steady uplift in mental and 
moral attitude and @ sure progress toward a stable intentness of 
purpose. Good men and good women constitute the product which 
a community hopes te see develop year by year, and the little 
things in education: should never be allowed to dim the impor- 
tance of this issue. The lesser things in education, the courses 
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of study, the books and the methods are not so difficult of solu- 
tion. For the greater elements of edueation the laying of paths 
toward a fruitful fe, the school is only one of several potent 
agents and we must take care that it never falls short of its 
appointed duty. 


Teachers. 


At no time sinee wy connection with the school system has 
there been a more efficient teaching corps than during the past 
term. The general increase in salaries paid to all teachers dur- 
ing the year has contributed both to lengthen the school year 
and to enable us to retain teachers who otherwise would have 
been called away to other places. Still there has never been a 
time of late years when it has been so difficult to secure teachers 
to fill mid-year vacancies as at present, particularly positions in 
upper grades where accurate and broad scholarship. is an essen- 
tial. We have the utinost difficulty in securing and retaining 
eompetent masters and master’s assistants at the salaries we pay, 
and other towns and cities uniformly report the same conditions. 
The addition of another male teacher to the high school corps, 
to have charge of the department. of mathematics, has been a 
-wise move, and has coutributed to the success of the sehool te 
a considerable degree. 


. High School. 


The report of the principal of this school, which follows, 
gives some account of its last year’s work. It may not be gen- 
erally realized that there are few high schools iu the state simt1- 
lar to our own in size which have so many pupils per teacher. 
~ Neither are there many high schools so large as ours housed in 
~ sueh close quarters, with so little hall way and corridor space, 
-and with no general assembly room where the school may be 
assembled at one time on occasions. The fact that in ‘spite of 
these material restrictions it contin ues to meet all reasonable 
demands impos2d upon it is evidence of a liberal course of study 
and a wise administration.

The present enrolment of the sehool is two hundred and 
fifty-three, divided among classes as follows: Seniors thirty, 
_ Juniors sixty, Sophmores seventy-seven, Freshmen eighty-one, 
Post graduates five. These numbers differ but httle from those 
-of preceding years. 
The present condition of the school is essentially the same 
-as it was last year at this time, although in some important  par- 
ticulars the work has been considerably strengthened. The re- 
vised course of study adopted last spring and put into operation 
in September inaugurated several changes which promise to pro- 
duce beneficial results. Chief among these is the opportunity 
afforded college preparatory students to continue throughout their 
-course the study of mathematies, upon which so much stress is 
laid, both in entrance requirements and in later college work. 
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The courses in French and German have been both length-. 
ened and strengthened in order to meet increased requirements. 
‘fo do this it has been necessary to take some time from the- 
English work, although, it is believed, without material injury to- 
that department. Stenography and Typewriting have been ad-- 
vanced one year in the curriculum that pupils who take these: 
courses ay be more mature and thus be able to take positions as. 
soon as they graduate from the school. 

Since September last an additional hour per week has been de-- 
voted to further drill in music under the direction of one of the: 
regular teachers. The results are good, although this work as. 
well as other interests of the school suffer from lack of suitable: 
accommodations. There is no room in the building large enough 
to seat one-half of the pupils. An assembly room large enough 
to contain the entire school is necessary to the successful man-. 
agement of a large high school, and the lack of it is a great hand-. 
icap. Modern high schools are provided for in this respect. A 
school divided into several small sections not only will lack har-. 
mony but will miss the school spirit, the esprit de corps, which is 
essential to the best growth and which appears only when the 
school is treated as a unit. In the present condition of things as 
regards numbers and building this defect can hardly be remedied,,. 
yet it is well to point it out, for because of it our school may be- 
misjudged and our work underrated. ) 

In the daily routine of the school one change has recently 
been made that is of decided benefit. Two short recesses take 
the place of one long one, thus dividing the session into three. 
parts of about one and one-half hours, or two recitation periods, 
each, Both teachers and pupils appreciate this change, as it 
obviates a serious evil ever present in schools having long 
sesslons. 

In accordance with the vote of the School Committee ex- 
aminations were given in the middle and at the end of the past. 
year. In most cases the results were satisfactory and pupils. 
were spurred on to do better work, while others proved easily 
and conclusively their inability to do the work of the classes. 
in which they were placed. Properly administered examina-- 
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‘tions, when rightly considered, are neither a-hardship nor a 
‘device for breaking down tha nervous systems of delicately 
organized pupils, as some fondly believe, but on the contrary 
are a decided source of strength. A moment’s thought will 
make it evident that every person throughout life is constantly 
‘being called upon to take examinations in some form or other. 
The ability to use one’s mental acquisitions when the occasion 
‘demands, to meet the emergency when it arises, is the real test 
‘of power. Anything ina system of edueation that produces 
‘this result is of real value and therefore welcomed by all except 
‘the Jazy and weak. 

In the important matters of regularity and punctuality of 
attendance little improvement is noticeable. There is 
altogether too much tardiness and absence for which no vyalid 
‘excuse can be given. ‘To allow pupils to remain out of school 
for other than the most pressing reasons is manifestly unfair 
‘to the remainder of the class, since it is obliged to mark time 
while the delinquents are seeking to recover lost ground. 
‘Clearly it is a great injury to the absentees themselves. since 
‘lessons lost are never afterward fully learned. Many a_ pupil 
*who has started well, but failed later, can properly ascribe his 
failure to a decline in interest due to unnecessary absence 
from school. ‘Tardiness is seidom excusable and in the busi- 
ness world is not tolerated in the least. The majority of our 
pupils will eventually occupy positions where tardiness will be 
-a disqualification, and it is important that the habit of being 
punctual be thoroughly formed. In former reports this matter 
has been mentioned, yet as the difficulty continues it seems 
‘proper to request parents once more to help us remedy this 
«defect. 

In recent years high school athletics have beeome very prome 
inent, a fact doubtless due to college influence. So keen has_ be- 
-come the rivalry and so eager the competition for leadership, 
‘that much time and money have been devoted to the training of 
those who take part in these contests. In most of the high 
‘schools one or more ex-college athletes: are employed as coaches, 
who give to the whole matter a semi-professional character. The 
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money necessary to carry on these organizations is raised generally 
among the student body, graduate’ and other friends, and alsos 
from gate receipts from the various gaines. The possession of 
an enclosed athletic Held and a school or town gymnasium makes . 
possible such a development of athletics. While the extreme to. 
which athletics have gone seems wholly undesirable, vet 1t 1s a 
matter of regret that interest in these should become too shght.. 
In our school comparatively little is done in athletics. We 
lack the money with which to hire coaches and provide for 
equipment as well as to maintain an athletic field. Though we. 
have as good material among our boys as can be tound in any 
school of its size, yet many of the best ones come from families 
who need their assistance out of school hours. We are now try- 
ing to form an athletic association in the school under the con- - 
trol of teachers to be supported by the voluntary contributions 
of the pupils, and we hope to do creditable work in some forms . 
of athletics. 

On the whole we feel assured thatthe work of the school 
has improved during the past year. We realize that much bet- 
ter work can be done when the conditions are made favorable, 
and we are constantly trying toreach a higher standard. More 
reference books, particularly im History and English, and a 
more hberal supply of Chemical and Physiwal apparatus are 
badly needed and can be supphed at comparatively small cost. 
But there is also needed increased earnestness on the part of 
pupils, and a deeper appreciation of the opportunity of gaining 
an education offered them by the town. Few pupils fully 
realize what is demanded of them in order to complete satisfac- - 
torily the course of study required for admission to college and 
which is the standard set for the Massachusetts high school. 
Not all pupils are capable of doing this amount of work and of 
course should neither be urged nor expected to do it. Those: 
who attempt it and hope to succeed should possess certain indis- 
pensable qualifications. First, good health, without which httle - 
can be accomplished by any pupil, second; a fair mental capacity 
and a willingness to exert it. No pupil will be Successful in 
getting much of an education who has to be coaxed or driven to» 
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his books.. He must desire to become a student and then apply 
himself faithfully to his work according to the plan arranged for 
him by his teachers. Third, he must have a feeling of responsi- 
bility and be honest enough to realize that he must do the. work 
for himself, if he would increase in power. It frequently hap- 
pens that teachers do too much work for their pupils, because 
they find it difficult to make them do the work for themselves. 
No pupil will become strong and capable of leadership who ex- 
pects the teacher to relieve him from all effort. 

Health, brain power, ambition, honesty and tenacity of pur- 
pose are essentiat to the success of the college preparatory 
student.

DRAWING. 


The report of Miss Isabel Sewall, the teacher of drawing, 
describes an interesting feature of her work which is somewhat 
unique and at the same time admittedly useful and free from the 
appellation of fad. While less attention has been given aesthetic 
eulture than could be wished the directing of the school attention 
and that of the public to the matters which it touches cannot but 
be helpful. Moreover it is directly parallel to the sentiment which 
the average village unprovement society endeavors to arouse. 

That we are not alone in feeling that the child needs direc- 
tion along aesthetic lines is evidenced by the fact that there have 
been calls for copies of our course of study from many towns and 
cities both near and far. During the present year the following 
series of lessons is being given to the teachers by Miss Sewall 
and Mr. Sprague of the Manual Training School : 

Sept. 18. Elements of Mechanical Drawing. 

Oct. 2. The Use of Colors. 

Oct. 16. Exercise in Mechanical Drawing. 

Oct. 30. Principles Governing Good Design. 


Nov. 15. Drawing from Blue Prints. 

Dec. 4. Christmas Work. 

Jan. 15. Object Drawing and Perspective. 

Feb. 5. Construction. 

April 16. Natural Drawing. 

May 7. Applied Design. 

The reports of the supervisors of drawing, of music and of 
domestic science are here given. 


REPORT OF DRAWING SUPERVISOR. 


To Mr. A. L Barbour. Supt. of Schools, Natick: 


The following is submitted as my fourth annual report : 

The same plan of work has been followed this year as was 
outlined in the report of January, 1905. 

The emphasis given to mechanical drawing in making fur- 
niture, cardboard houses, windmills and the like, in the primary 
and intermediate grades, has had its result in power to do more 
painstaking and accurate work than the pupils of the same grades 
could do last year. 

Clay has found increasing favor in the eyes of the first grade 
teachers as being a medium in which the small children delight 
to express the form of objects. 

Less time is being given to drill in perspective principles 
and more to the drawing of things as they appear, for we are see- 
ing more and more clearly that the only way to learn to draw is 
to draw and drawagain. One child likes drawing and always has 
a pencil in his band; the-other is indifferent or afraid to try. 
The first child soon teaches himself to draw well and we say that 
he has “talent.” ‘Tae second child could in all probability draw 
just as well could le only gain confidence in himself and so take 
pleasure in much drawing. By encouraging the children to draw 
anything and everything they see, parents can usually give their 
children the taste for drawing which later develops into a talent. 
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In connection with the work in design, a course in aesthetic 
culture has been prepared for the use of the teachers. The ob- 
ject of the course is to give the children the power to distinguish 
-between the good and poor in the things which other people haye 
designed. 

The following is a brief outlne of the work for each grade : 

Grade I-—Some attractive table or shelf in the school-room 
‘set aside as a *‘ Shrine of Beauty,” on which is placed each week 
some beautiful object. 

Grade I1.—Topic: Color Combinations. Doll dressing exer- 
-cizes and lessons, in which the children choose hair ribbons and 
neckties to harmonize with their clothing. 

Grade I1J.—Topic: Flower Arrangement in Vases. 

Grade IV.—Topic: Beauty of Form and Coloring. One of 
‘the aims of the work in this grade is to teach the children to 
show good taste in the selection of gifts. 

Grade V. Topic: Color Combinations. ‘The lessons have to 
do almost entirely with dealers’ samples, such as wall paper and 
~paint, dress goods and trimming. 

Grade VI.—Topics: Picture Study, , Picture Mounting and 
Framing, Picture Hanging. | 

Grade VII.—Topic: Schoolroom Decoration. Teacher's text 
‘dook: “ School Sanitation and Decoration.” (Natick Pubhie Li- 
brary ). 

Grade VIII.—Topic: Home Decoration. Teachers text 
books: “ Principles of Home Decoration” and “ Successful 
Houses.” (Natick Public Library). 

Grade IX.—Topic: Civic Aesthetics. Teacher’s text book : 
“The Improvement of Towns and Cities.” (Natick Publie i. 
brary). | 

The printed copies of the course were given to the teachers 
_at the beginning of the fall term and those in the upper grades 
were asked to cover, in a general way, the work of the lower 
grades as a foundation for the regular higher grade work. 

Nowhere has the course in aesthetics been forced into 
#n already crowded program, but here and there where a teacher 
has found the time, attention has been given to this work, Hovw- 
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ever, there is one side of practical aesthetics which. has received 
a great deal of attention, as the appearance of the schoolrooms in 
all parts of the town testifies. The teachers, who have put so 
much ingenuity and labor combined into this side of the work, 
deserve all of the credit which they are receiving on every hand. 

The beautiful casts and pictures which have been given to so: 
many of the rooms by the Woman’s Club, and the generous gifts 
of Mr. Harwood and Mr. Cooney, are a very great addition, and 
we all are exceedingly grateful for them. 

Hoping that the next year may see as much improvement in 
both drawing and schoolroom decoration as the year just ended,.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF /USIC. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


I herewith submit the following as my report of the music 
in the public schools of Natick. 

It is srown by a recent report of the State Board of Educa- 
tion, that music is no longer considered a subject which is 
purely ornamental, but rather one which holds an important 
place in the curriculum of the schools of the State. This re- 
port states that of the three hundred and fifty-four towns and 
cities of Massachusetts, two hundred and seventy of them have 
music systematically taught in the schools. In these schools 
the study is required of all the pupils in the first nine grades, 
while in the High School, as is the case in our own town, 
musi¢ is treated as an elective study. 

In the primary grades the time given to music is divided 
into the singing of rote songs and reading music by note. The 
rote songs form an important part of the work of the first year, 
but as the children advance the rote song work gradually dis-. 
appears and more note work takes its place. : 
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The number of pupils who have the opportunity to listen 
to music is large compared with the small number who become 
proficient singers or players. So the ear should be trained that 
they may become intelligent listeners. This work in ear train- 
ing is so fast becoming an important factor in the musical 
course in our colleges and normal schools, that this year more 
time is being devoted to it in our schools. Exercises suitable 
to the grade are sung to the children in lov, and the pupils 
write in notes what has been sung. Short melodies also are 
written in the upper grades. It is hoped that with constant 
help and practice, pupils may in time be able to distinguish 
tones, and thus acquire the ability to discriminate between good 
and bad musie. 

Under my supervision the grade teachers have conducted 
some of the lessons this year, thus furnishing me opportunity to: 
give them helpful suggestions. When suggestions have been 
necessary, they have always been pleasantly received and readily 
adopted. 

In arranging ny schedule for the year, | have planned to 
visit those schools which most need my help every week. Some 
schools which need less of my time I visit every two weeks and 
others not oftener than every three weeks. 

The Freshman class of the High school is larger this year. 
This class studies musical selections made from the Cecilian 
Number Four, and a few Codas as in previous years. In the 
Senior division of the music class a little different plan has been 
adopted this year. Instead of selecting choruses from various 
operas and oratorios, one complete work has been studied. The 
cantata chosen as the most suitable for this class is “The Village 
Blacksmith,” the words being taken from Longfellow’s famous 
poem. The music is written by Charles Noyes. This is a work 
which has been very successfully studied by many High schools. 
The program in the High school is so arranged that. through the 
kindness of Miss Dyer, we are able to have an extra half hour 
for music, thus making the period for the week sixty minutes. 

I wish to express to the teachers my apprec iation for their 
work, and to the Superintendent for his co-operation.

To Mr. Albert L.. Barbour. Superintendent of Schools: 

There has been a marked gain in the quality of the work 
«lone by the girls in Domestic Science. Especially is this true i 
the second year work. Interesting and enthusiastic reports are 
being sent in by parents and friends who are realizing the value 
of this branch of study more than ever before. 

Practical appheation is made of nearly all the studies taken 
up in the regular school curriculum. James Russell Lowell once 
‘said: “ Practical application is the only mordaunt which will set 
things in the memory. Study without it is gymnastics and not 
work, which alone will get intellectual bread.” 

Beside the cooking and cleaning, the pupils draw plans for 
the essential rooms in the home and furnish them with suitable 
furniture cut from magazines, papers, ete., with an idea to con- 
venience, economy, hygiene, harmony and taste. 

Fire building, simple table services and table setting, care of 
cooking utensils and house furnishings, growth and manufacture 
of food materials, as well as food values, are taught the girls. 

The two years’ course gives the pupils a good, general. idea 
of what is essential in a well regulated home, both in regard te 
furnishings and to wholesome and well prepared foods.

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From time to time during the past year teachers of the 
several grades have met together and compared results obtained 
in this line of work to the benefit of both teacher and pupil. 
Teachers have realized the value which obtains in education 
when a child develops a genuine interest in what he does and 
so far as possible the instruction in English has been made one 
of the livest and most fruitful subjects of instruction in the 
whole school curriculun. 

Speaking generally, there has been no change of importance 
made in the course of study or methods of instruction the past 
year.. Improvement in education does not come primarily from 
that direction. As arule the real gain comes in proportion as 
the teacher herself develops maturity of mind and sympathy of 
soul, and is enabled thereby to get a deeper insight into children’s 
interests and capabilities. There are a certain few elements in 
the several studies of the common school course which it is neces- 
sary for a child to have absolutely and practicably at his com- 
mand—the essentials of education we might say—and these ele- 
nents, are.as a rule, ascertained and mastered by the average 
child without serious difficulty. 

The development of the child’s mind and the habits which 
go to make up his character under public school influences is, 
however, an entirely different problem and the teacher’s live in- 
fluence and direction is for this purpose more potent than books. 
Every day of the child’s life should be to him a lesson in thor- 
ough work; an expression of careful thought; an experience in 
showing consideration for others. There should be in his teacher 
an ever present example of courtesy, of cheerfulness, of strength 
of character and of the power to see the good and honest things 
of life. 


Uneonsciously for the child, but consciously anid purposely 
by the teacher, there should be a steady uplift in mental and 
moral attitude and a sure progress toward a stable intentness of 
purpose. Good men and good women constitute the product which 
a community hopes to see develop .year by year, and the little 
things in education should never be allowed to dim the impor- 
tance of this issue. The lesser things in education, the courses 
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of study, the booksjand the methods are not so difficult of solu-- 
tion. For the greater elements of education the laying of paths 
toward a fruitful life, the school is only one of several potent 
agents and we must take care that it never falls short of its 
appomted duty. . 


Teachers. 


At no time since my connection with the school system has 
there been a more efficient teaching corps than during the past 
term. The general increase in salaries paid to all teachers dur- 
ing the year has contributed both to lengthen the school year 
and to enable us to retain teachers who otherwise would have 
been called away to other places. Still there has never been a 
time of late years when it has been so difficult to secure teachers 
to fill inid-year vacancies as at present, particularly positions in 
upper grades where accurate and broad scholarship is an essen- 
tial. We have the utmost difficulty in securing and retaining 
eompetent masters and master’s assistants at the salaries we pay, 
and other towns and cities uniformly report the same conditions. 
The addition of another male teacher to the high school corps, 
to have charge of the department of mathematics, has been a 
wise move, and has contributed to the success of the school te 
a considerable degree. 


High School. 


‘The report of the principal of this school, which follows, 
gives some account of its last year’s work. It may not be gen- 
erally vealized that there are few high schools ia the state simi- 
jar to our own in size which have so many pupils per teacher. 
Neither are there many high schools so large as ours housed in 
such close quarters, with so little hall way and corridor space, 
and with no general assembly room where the school may be 
assembled at one time on occasions. The fact that in spite of 
these material restrictions it continues to meet all. reasonable 
<lemands imposed upon it is evidence of a liberal course of study 
and a wise administration.

The present enrolment of the school is two hundred and 
fifty-three, divided among classes as follows: Seniors thirty, 


Juniors sixty, Sophmores seventy-seven, Freshmen eighty-one, 
Post graduates five. These numbers differ but little from those 


of preceding years. 


The present condition of the school is essentially the same 
as it was last year at this time, although in some important par- 
ticulars the work has been considerably strengthened. The re- 


vised course of study adopted last spring and put into operation 
in September inaugurated several changes which promise to pre- 
duce beneficial results. Chief among these is the opportunity 
afforded college preparatory students to continue throughout their 
course the study of mathematics, upon which so much stress is 
Jaid, both in entrance requirements and in later college work. 
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The courses in French and German have. been both length-- 
ened and strengthened in order to meet increased requirements. 
To do this it has been necessary to take some time from the» 
English work, although, it is believed, without material injury to 


that department. Stenography and Typewriting have been ad-. 


vanced one year in the curriculum that pupils who take these- 
courses may be more mature and thus be able to take positions as. 
soon as they graduate from the school, 

Since September last an additional hour per week has been de-. 
voted to further drill in music under the direction of one of the 
regular teachers. The results are good, although this work as. 
well as other interests of the school suffer from lack of suitable- 
accommodations. There is no room in the building large enough: 
to seat one-half of the pupils. An assembly room large enough: 
to contain the entire school is necessary to the successful man-- 
agement of a large high school, and the lack of it is a great hand- 
icap. . Modern high schools are provided for in this respect. A 
school divided into several small sections not only will lack har-- 
mony but will miss the school spirit, the esprit de corps, which is 
essential to the best growth and which appears only when the- 
school is treated as a unit. In the present condition of things as 
regards numbers and building this defect can hardly be remedied, 
yet it is well to point it out, for because of it our school may be- 
misjudged and our work underrated. 

In the daily routine of the school one change has recently 
been made that is of decided benetit. Two short recesses take 
the place of one long one, thus dividing the session into three 
parts of about one and one-half hours, or two recitation periods,. 
each. Both teachers and pupils appreciate this change, as it 
obviates a serious evil ever present in schools having long 
sessions. 

In accordance with the vote of the School Comittee ex-. 
aminations were given in the middle and at the end of the past 
year. In most cases the results were satisfactory and pupils. 
were spurred on to do better work, while others proved easily 
and conclusively their inability to do the work of the classes 
in which they were placed. Properly admfnistered examina-- 
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‘tions, when rightly considered, are neither a hardship nor -a 
‘device for breaking down tha nervous systems of delicately 
-organized pupils, as some fondly beheve, but on the contrary 
are a decided source of strength. A moment’s thought will 
make it evident that every person throughout hfe is constantly 
‘being called upon to take examinations in some form or other. 
The ability to use one’s mental acquisitions when the occasion 
‘demands, to meet the emergency when it arises, is the real test 
-of power. Anything ina system ot education that produces 
this result is of real value and therefore welcomed by all except 
the Jazy and weak. 

In the important matters of regularity and punctuahty of 
-attendance little improvement is noticeable. There is 
altogether too much tardiness and absence for which no valid 
-excuse can be given. ‘To allow pupils to remain out of school 
for other than the most pressing reasons is manifestly unfair 
to the remainder of the class, since it is obliged to mark time 
while the delinquents are seeking to recover lost ground. 
Clearly it is a great injury to the absentees themselves. since 
lessons lost are never afterward fully learned. Many a_ pupil 
who has started well, but failed later, can properly ascribe his 
faiJure to a decline in interest due to unnecessary absence 
from school. ‘Lardiness is seidom excusable and in the bnsi- 
ness world is not tolerated in the least. The majority of our 
pupils will eventually occupy positions where tardiness will be 
-a disqualitication, and it is important that the habit of being 
punctual be thoroughly formed. In former reports this matter 
has been mentioned, yet as the difficulty continues it seems 
proper to request parents once more to help us remedy -this 
‘defect. 

In recent vears igh school athletics have become very prom- 
inent, 2 fact doubtless due to college influence. So keen has be- 
come the rivalry and so eager the competition for leadership, 
‘that much time and money have been devoted to the training of 
those who take part in these contests. In most of the high 
schools one or more ex-college athletes are emploved as coaches, 
~who give tothe whole matter a semi-professional character. The 
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money necessary to carry on these organizations is raised generally 
among the student body, graduates and other friends, and also: 
from gate receipts from the various games. The possession of 
an enclosed athletic field and a school or town gymnasium makes. 
possible such a development of athletics. While the extreme to- 
which athletics have gone seems wholly undesirable, yet it is a 
matter of regret that interest in these should become too slight.. 
In our school comparatively little is done in athletics. We: 
lack the money with which to hire coaches and provide for 
equipment as well as to maintain an athletic feld. Though we 
have as good material among our boys as can be found in any 
school of its size, vet many of the best ones come from families: 
who need their assistance out of school hours. We are now try- 
ing to form an athletic association in the school under the con- 
trol of teachers to be supported by the voluntary contributions 
of the pupils, and we hope to do creditable work in some forms, 
of athletics. 

On the whole we feel assured that the work of the schoot 
has improved during the past year. We realize that much bet- 
ter work can be done when the conditions are made favorable, 
and we are constantly trying toreach a higher standard. More: 
reference books, particularly m History and English, and a 
more hberal supply of Chemical and Physical apparatus are 
badly needed and can be supphed at comparatively small cost.. 
But there is also needed inereased earnestness on the part of 
pupils, and a deeper appreciation of the opportunity of gaining” 
an education offered them by the town. Few pupils fully 
realize what is demanded of them in order to complete satisfac-: 
torily the course of study required for admission to college and 
which is the standard set for the Massachusetts high school. 
Not all pupils are capable of doing this amount of work and of 
eourse should neither be urged nor expected to do it. Those 
who attempt it and hope to succeed should possess certain indis- 
pensable qualifications. First, good health, without which little 
ean be accomplished by any pupil, second; a fair mental capacity 
and @ willingness to exert it. No pupil will be successful in 
getting much of an education who has to be coaxed or driven to 
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his books. He must desire to become a student and then apply 
himself faithfully to his work according to the plan arranged for 
him by his teachers. Third, he must have a feeling of responsi- 
bility and be honest enough to realize that he. must do the work 
for himself, if he would increase in power, It frequently hap- 
pens that teachers do too much work for their pupils, because 
they find it difficult to make them do the work for themselves. 
No pupil will become strong and capable of leadership who ex- 
pects the teacher to relieve him from all effort. 

Health, brain power, ambition, honesty and tenacity of pur- 
pose are essentiai to the success of the college preparatory 
student.

DRAWING. 


The report of Miss Isabel Sewall, the teacher of drawing, 
describes an interesting feature of her work which 1s somewhat 
unique ana at the same time admittedly useful and free from the 
appellation of fad. While less attention has been given aesthetic 
eulture than could be wished the directing of the school attention 
and that of the pubiic to the matters which it touches cannot but 
be helpful. Moreover it is directly parallel to the sentiment which 
the average village improvement society endeavors to arouse. 

That we are not alone in feeling that the child needs direc- 
tion along aesthetic lines is evidenced by the fact that there have 
been calls for copies of our course of study from many towns and 
' cities both near and far. During the present year the foliowing 
series of lessons is being given to the teachers by Miss Sewall 
and Mr. Sprague of the Manual Training School: 

Sept. 18. Elements of Mechanical Drawing. 

Oct..2. The Use of Colors. 

Oct. 16. Exercise in Mechanical Drawing. 

Oct. 80. Principles Governing Good Design. 


Noy..13., Drawing from Blue, Prints.

Jan. 15. Object Drawing and Perspective. 

Feb. 5. Construction. 

April 16. Natural Drawing. 

May 7. Applied Design. 

The reports of the supervisors of drawing, of music and of 
domestic science are here given. 


REPORT OF DRAWING SUPERVISOR. 


To Mr. A.L Barbour. Supt. of Schools, Natick: 


The following is submitted as my fourth annual report : 

The same plan of work has been followed this year as was 
outlined in the report of January, 1905. 

The emphasis given to mechanical drawing in making fur- 
niture, cardboard houses, windmills and the like, in the primary 
and intermediate grades, has had its result 11 power to do more 
painstaking and accurate work than the pupus of the same grades 
could do last year. 

Clay has found increasing favor in the eyes of the first grade 
teachers as being a medium in which the small children delight 
to express the form of objects. 

Less time is being given to drill in perspective principles 
and more to the drawing of things as they appear, for we are see- 
ing more and more clearly that the only way to learn to draw is 
to draw and drawagain. One child hkes drawing and always has 
a pencil in his hand; the other is indifferent or afraid to try. 
The first child soon teaches himself to draw well and we say that 
he has “talent.” ‘Tae second child could in all probability draw 
just as well could ke only gain confidence in himself and so take 
pleasure in much drawing. By encouraging the children to draw 
anything and everything they see, parents can usually give their 
children the taste for drawing which later develops into a talent. 
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In connection with the work in design, a course in aesthetic 
culture has been prepared for the use of the teachers. The ob- 
ject of the course is to give the children the power to distinguish 
between the good and poor in the things which other people have 
designed. 

The following is a brief outhne of the work for each grade : 

Grade I-—Some attractive table or shelf in the school-room 
set aside as a ‘Shrine of Beauty,” on which is placed each week 
some beautiful object. 

Grade I1.—Topic: Color Combinations. Doll dressing exer- 
cizes and lessons, in which the children choose hair ribbons and 
neckties to harmonize with their clothing. 

Grade [il.—Topic: Flower Arrangement in Vases. 

Grade ITV.—Topic: Beauty of Form and Coloring. One of 
the aims of the work in this grade is to teach the children to 
show good taste in the selection of gifts. 

Grade V. Topic: Color Combinations. ‘The lessons have to 
do almost entirely with dealers’ samples, such as wall paper and 
paint, dress goods and trimming. . 

Grade VI.—Topies: Picture Study, Picture Mounting and 
Framing, Picture Hanging. ’ 

Grade VII.—Topic : Schoolvoom Decoration. ‘Teacher’s text 
book: “ School Sanitation and Decoration.” (Natick Public Li- 
brary ). 

Grade VIII.—Topic: Home Decoration.. Teacheis text 
books: “Principles of Home Decoration” and “Successful 
Houses.” (Natick Public Library). } 

Grade IX.—Topic: Civic Aesthetics. Teacher’s text book: 
“The Improvemént of Towns and Cities.” (Natick Public Li. 
brary). 

The printed copies of the course were given to the teachers 


at the beginning of the fall term and those in the upper grades 


were asked to cover, in a general way, the work of the lower 
evades as a foundation for the regular Igher grade work. 
“Nowhere has the course in aesthetics been forced into 
an already crowded program, but here and there where a teacher 
has found the time, attention has been given to this work. How- 
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ever, there is one side of practical aesthetics which has received 
a great deal of attention, as the appearance of. the schoolrooms im 
all parts of the town testifies. The teachers, who have put se: 
much ingenuity and labor combined into this side of the work, 
deserve all of the credit which they are receiving on every hand. 

The beautiful casts and pictures which have been given to se 
many of the rooms by the Woman’s Club, and the generous gifts 
ef Mr. Harwood and Mr. Cooney, are a very great addition, and 
we all are exceedingly grateful for them. 

Hoping that the next year may see as much improvement im 
both drawing and schoolroom decoration as the year just ended,

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF IIUSIC. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


J herewith submit the following as my report of the musie 
in the public schools of Natick. 

It is sown by a recent report of the State Board of Eduea- 
tion, that music is no longer considered @ subject which is 
purely ornaniental, but rather one which holds an important 
place in the curriculum of the schools of the State. This re- 
port states that of the three hundred and fifty-four towns and 
cities of Massachusetts, two hundred and seventy of them have 
music systematically taught in the schools. In these schools 
the study is required of all the pupils in the first nine grades, 
while in the High School, as is the case in our own town, 
musi¢ is treated as an elective study. 

In the primary grades the time given to music is divided 
into the singing of rote songs and reading music by note. The 
rote songs form an important part of the work of the first year, 
but as the children advance the rote song work eradually dis- 
appeis and more note work takes its place. 
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The number of pupils who have the opportunity to listen 
to music is large compared with the small number who become 
proficient singers or players. So the ear should be trained that 
they may become intelligent listeners. This work in ear train- 
ming is so fast becoming an inportant factor in the musical 
course in our colleges and normal schools; that this year more 
time is being devoted to it in our schools. Exercises suitable 
to the grade are sung to the children in lov, and the pupils 
write in notes what has been sung. Short melodies also are 
written in the upper grades. It is hoped that with constant 
help and practice, pupils may in time be able to distinguish 
tones, and thus acquire the ability to discriminate between good 
and bad music. 

Under my supervision the grade teachers have conducted 
some of the lessons this year, thus furnishing me opportunity to 
give them helpful suggestions. When suggestions have been 
necessary, they have always been pleasantly received and readily 
adopted. 

In arranging my schedule for the, vear, I have planned to: 
visit those schools which most need my help every week. Some 
schools which need less of my time I visit every two weeks and 
others not oftener than every three weeks. 

The Freshman class of the High school is larger this year. 
This class studies musical selections made from the Cecilian 
Number Four, and a few Cocdas as in previous years. In the 
Senior division of the music class a little different plan has been 
adopted this year. Instead of selecting choruses from various 
operas and oratorios, one complete work has been studied. The 
cantata chosen as the most suitable for this class is “The Village 
Blacksmith,” the words being taken from Longtellow’s famous 
poem. The music is written by Charles Noyes. This is a work 
which has been very succ essfully studied by many High schools. 
The program in the High school is so arranged that. through the 
kindness of Miss Dyer, we are able to have an extra half hour 
for music, thus making the period for the week sixty minutes. 

I wish to express to the teachers my appreciation for their 
work, and to the Superintendent for his co-operation.

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REPORT OF DOMESTIC SCIENCE SCHOOL. 


To Mr. Albert L. Barbour. Superintendent of Schools: 

There has been a marked gain in the quality of the work 
-done by the girls in Domestic Science. Especially is this true in 
the second year work., Interesting and enthusiastic reports are 
being sent in by parents and friends who are realizing the value 
of this branch of study more than ever before. 

Practical application is made of nearly all the studies taken 
up in the regular school curriculum. James Russell Lowell once 
said: “ Practical application is the only mordaunt which will set 
things in the memory. Study without it is gymnastics and not 
work, which alone will get intellectual bread.” 

Beside the cooking and cleaning, the pupils draw plans for 
the essential rooms in the home and furnish them with suitable 
furniture cut from magazines, papers, etc., with an idea to con- 
venience, economy, hygiene, harmony and taste. 

Fire building, simple table services and table setting, care of 
cooking utensils and house furnishings, growth and manufacture 
of food materials, as well as food values, are taught the girls. 

The two years’ course gives the pupils a good, general idea 


of what is essential in a well regulated home, both in regard to 
furnishings and to wholesome and well preps ared foods.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
LEONARD MORSE HOSPITAL. 


The Trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital have the honor 
‘to submit their annual report for the year ending December 31; 
1905. 

The Superintendent’s report, which is published herewith, 
‘contains such information and such facts and details of the work 
«lone at the hospital as will be found of interest, and the Trustees 
‘simply refer to and commend it to those seeking information 
upon the subject covered by it. These facts can only be gathered 
by persons at the hospital, and it is hardly to be expected, nor 
indeed is it to be desired, that the Trustees should personally 
attend to such matters. When they have put the hospital in 
charge of a competent working force, its best interests 
would seem to require that the force be interfered with 
as little as possible and held responsible for the result accom- 
plished. 

There is one branch of the work, however, which they have 
not succeeded in finding either a suticiently large or a suthciently 
etticient force to whom they can delegate the performance of the 
duties to such an extent as to relieve themselves of anxiety on 
the score of it, and that is supplying the exchequer with ready 
funds with which to pay current expenses. 

Strange as it may seem, coal dealers and shop keepers require 
pay for their goods, even when delivered to the hospital 
and nurses and janitors also, like other people, look 
forward with expectations to pay day. It is plain that, if 
the exchequer is einpty, these demands cannot be met, and these 
expectations must be disappointed. 

The Trustees have repeatedly called attention to the fact 
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that the income is not equal to the running expenses, 
and have emphasized the fact by turning their pockets wrong 
side out and exhibiting an account each year showing a deficit of 
funds, but notwithstanding this, the assertion is still heard in 
many quarters that the hospital has “plenty of money” and is 
not in need of aid. 

This is due no doubt largely to a misunderstanding of the 
exact rights in the endowment funds. Common honesty in the 
administration of the trust, and a decent regard for the rights of 
those to come after us, as well as the express provision of Mrs. 
Morse’s will, forbids us to encroach on the principal or to use any- 
thing more than the income for the support and maintenance of 
the hospital. When, therefore, the income of the invested funds 
for the year is exhausted, so far as free treatment is concerned, 
the hospital doors must close, and a person without the means to 
pay must be excluded from it; so that the persons in whose be- 
half aid is sought are not the rich nor even the well-to-do, for 
they are required to pay, put the poor, the needy, and the un- 
fortunate who require to be nursed back to health or cared for in 
their misfortune, and the records show that there have 
been within its dcors many of these. “The poor always 
ye have with you.” 

It is true that the town is under a legal obligation to care 
for persons in the condition of those above described and 
is relieved of its obligation in so far as that  obliga- 
tion is assumed and discharged by the hospital, but it is mani- 
fest that the town has no suitable place or adequate facilities 
outside of the hospital in which to care for persons in sickness, 
and that a civilized community such as this does not. discharge 
its full obligations by turning over its helpless sick to the cheer- 
less home of the poor-house, with the attendant and lasting 
stigma of having been an inmate of it. 

It is doubtful if in the whole state can be feund another 
fown the size of Natick where the demand for hospital con- 
tributions is less onerous than here, owing of course to the large 
endowment made by Mrs. Morse, and it is doubtful too if in 
any place outside of the large cities can be found a_ hospital 


better situated, better coustructed or better equipped than is 
the Leonard Morse Hospital. It adds greatly to the beauty, 
the character and the dignity of the town; and it would seem 
an amazing pity that its usefulness to the poor, for whom 
principally it was established, should be curtailed, hampered or 
restricted for lack of the necessary funds to carry on the work~ 
The deficit is not large, but it is a deficit and it has growm 
arger each year. With a small annual contribution from each 
person able to give, it would soon disappear and the hospital be 
put upon a sound basis and given the means with which to dis- 
charge its full obligation to the community. The hospital has 
many friends and has been treated generously in many quarters,. 
as wili be seenvby an examination of the acknowledgment of 
the gifts made to it. Many contributions have been made by 
people living outside the limits of the town where the hospital 
had really very little claim on their generosity or charity, but 
it is sincerely hoped that in the future more of the people of 
Natick will awaken to a sense of their charitable duty 
and follow’ the tvorthy example of their generous 
neighbors in making annual coutributions towards its support. 
A slight effort in this respect by the many would make the 
burden very easy and relieve the management of much 
anxiety. 

Nor do the trustees in making this appeal in behalf of the 
hospital refuse to be counted among those on whom the obliga- 
tion of assisting in the support of it rests. From the very 
beginning the trustees have served without pay, and each one 
has always paid his own expenses whenever and wherever any 
expenses were incurred in connection with the performance of 
his duties. Three of the trustees are phvsicians and each has 
served on the medical staff without pay since the hospital was 
opened. The value of the services thus given by each of them 
at the current rate charged for such services far exceeds the 
ainount given by any other person for the support of the hos- 
pital. The remaining trustees have-given such sums and con- 
tributed such amounts from time to time as each has felt his 
circumstances required him to give, and the amount so given can 
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easily be ascertained by an examination of the reports from 
year to year. eee’ | 

The receipts from patients, the contributions received 
from the churches Hospital Sunday and the gifts of Dona- 
tion Day were all less than those of the year before. The 
aggregate of those of 1905 being $532.79 less than the aggregate 
of those of 1904. 

It has been the custom heretofore to mention in these re- 
ports all gifts of exceptional size or character, and it is, there 
fore, with much pleasure that the Trustees acknowledge the 
receipt of the following generous gifts:

Dr. H. E. Woodbury, for some time one of the assistant 
physicians has removed from town and thereby vacated his 
office. He has been a useful member of the medical staff and a 
strong friend of the hospital. While regretting the loss 
sustains by his removal, the Trustees wish him all success in 
the new field of his labors. 

The remaining members of the medical statf still continue 
to serve and have given much valuable time withoutpay.. The 
least that can be given to these physicians is sincere thanks. 

Miss Elliott still remains in charge as Superintendent, with 
her usual energy and efficiency in the performance of her duties.

for Nurses. 


The school for nurses completes its fifth year of service 
and there have been graduated thirteen nurses. Several in- 
portant changes have been made in the curriculum during the 
year. The length of the course has been extended to three 
years. Hach nurse receives 30 lessons of 21-2 hours in 
domestic science. Through the courtesy of the school board 
this instruction is given in the school building used for manua! 
training. This department is under the charge of Miss Sprout, 
graduate of the Boston Cooking School and teacher of house-- 
hold science and arts in the Woodward Institute, Quincy, and 
the public schools of Natick. Arrangements have been made 
that each nurse shall have three months experience at the 
Lying-in Hospital in Providence, R. I. Through the kindness. 
of Mr. H. Carlton Smith a course in chemistry and nuralysis. 
has been added, instruction to be given by Mr. Smith in his. 
* laboratory. 

Arrangements have been made with the District Nursing 
Association and Miss Daniels for each nurse to receive one 
month’s training in district work with Miss Daniels as 
instructor. The instruction in massage remains under the: 
direction of Mrs. Callowhill. When the fuil term of three 
years is completed the nurses receive, if they have passed all 
the examinations and are otherwise satisfactory, a diploma 
from this school and also one from the Providence Lying-in 
hospitai, certifying to the regular course of training and 
practice, 
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We extend our grateful thanks to Dr. Fiederick KE. Cheney 
and Dr. Ernest DeWolfe. Wales of Boston, also to the 
physicians connected with the hospital aad others for the 
lectures given to the student, nurses and to,the staff for their 
faithful attendance upon the patients and their interest in 
matters relating to the welfare of the hospital.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF MORSE INSTITUTE. 


To the Citizens of Natick: 

The Trustees of the Morse Institute beg to present here- 
with their thirty-third annual report: 

. The Trustees are pleased to report substantial progress in 
the several departments of the library and notably the increas- 
ing public interest in the welfare of the Institute and its use- 
fulness as an active agent of popular education. As the citizens 
are well aware the growth of the library is restricted to the 
income from the invested funds held by the Trustees. It should 
be well understood that the annual appropriation made by the 
town is not devoted to the purchase of books, but is applied to 
the payment of current expenses of management, such as 
calaries, repairs, insurance ete. The Trustees have endeavored 
to supply the library with representative books in all depart- 
ments of literature, altheugh only a comparatively small invest- 
ment could be made owing to our limited resources. 

In the development of our hbrary we cannot hope to com- 
pete with those towns where the funds available for lbrary 
work are much more ample than our own. The annual appro- 
priation should at least be commensurate with the demands of 
a modern public library and the intellectual standard of its 
patrons. No appropriation made by our town, unless that made 
for tne support of our public schools be excepted. 1s so fruitful 
in beneficent results. Modern edue tions! methods more and 
more require the supplementary aid of the public library, and 
such demands should be met as fully and satisfactorily as 
possible. 

At this point it seems ye tinent to refer again to tne great 
need of individual gifts to the ibrar, in the form of donations 
antl legaeies. Our invested tands should Se increased to at 
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least $30,000 to enable the Trustees to raise the library to a 
standard desired and expected by our citizens. 

Here is an opportunity of which the benevolent friends of 
our library should immediately avail themselves, that thus 
their name mav be linked indissolubly with .an object of such 
transcendant value to our people. ; 

During the coming year a number of needed repairs and 
improvements should be made. There should be:a new front 
door; the eeilings should be retinted and the inside finish 
thoroughly refreshed with paint and varnish. | 

The Trustees recognize the faithful and efficient services 
rendered by the library staff during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


To the trustees of the Morse Institute: 
‘Gentlemen: 

The thirty-third annual report herewith presented briefly 
outlines the year’s work, which has been principally a continua- 
tion of the reclassification commenced a year ago last September. — 
This was carried on without intermission until June, when over 
11,000 volumes had been reclassified and catalogued. As these 
included the books most in demand, the several thousand remain- 
ing can be transferred gradually as time allows without interfer- 
ing with the convenience of the public. The advantages de- 
rived from all this additional labor have been fully demonstrated 
by the increased ability, both as to time and material to supply 
the needs of applicants, and the new charging system receives 
much favorable comment because of its freedom from what is 
commonly designated as “red tape.” 

Access to all non-fiction books having been allowed the 
teachers this winter, a few have availed themselves of the op- 
portunity, and itis hoped that the coming year will witness a 
larger number making the acquaintance of. the contents of the 
stacks, 

The extra renewal granted on all books, not recently added, 
during the vacation season of June, July and August still meets 
with favor and will be continued. 

While there is a deficit of ninety-nine in the home circula- 
tion, it has been more than balanced by the redoubled use of the 
reference department. The method employed by the various 
teachers, clubs and classes in having books other than reference 
retained here for a given period has been more in vogue this year 
than ever, and seems to be the only satisfactory way, where 
there are several working on the same subject, illustrating the 
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principle of the greatest good to the greatest number, but it has a. 
tendency to diminish the number drawn for home use. More- 
shelving is one of the requirements in this rooin as it was found 
difficut to place the last accessions. 

There have been nine sets of pictures from the Library Art- 
Club, including those of Amiens, Beverly, Medford, Pawtucket, 
St. Johnsbury and Westford, English country honses, Florence, 
Munich, Old Boston, Up the Rhine, works of John 8. Sargent 
and Switzerland. -These last were in color and seemed to appeal 
to everyone, especially the children. 

in the delivery room a stack accommodating some six hun- 
dred volumns has taken the place of the combination table and 
card catalogue, and it also serves as a rest upon which to con- 
sult the trays of new cards. As long as open shelves are not 
possible with the limited space in the stack room, this substitu-. 
tion of the privilege tends to decrease the need. 

A large case formerly in this room, and which contains the 
chapeau, epaulets, sash, swords and field-glass of Hon. Henry 
Wilson, has been attached to the wail opposite his portrait on 
the landing, where it has found an appropriate and an appar- 
ently permanent location. 

The Young People’s Library has not lost its charm, and Miss 
Randall has her time fully occupied by the small army that takes 
possession after school hours, while during the summer vacation 
it was found necessary to open forenoons as at first. A three 
section stack has been built this year giving ample book room for 
the present. A never ceasing attraction is a Bird and Nature 
Chart which was added in the spring, and it is only excelled in 
allurement by a set of stereoscopic views, with the accompany-- 
ing stereoscope, on the Yellowstone National Park. These 
views have proved to be of so much value, both as to amusement 
and instruction, that it is proposed te purchase others of the: 
series later. Not the least important feature connected with 
their use has been the need of clean bands, and this has had a 
corresponding effect upon other library property. 

Every additional year shows the wisdom manifested by Mr-. 
John O. Wilson when he made such a department possible, and’ 
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while the little ones may not be able at present to fully anpreci- 
ate its benefits, in the years to come they will realize that some 
of the pleasantest and most helpful hours in their lives were owing © 
to his kindly hberahty. 

On the first of September the main lbrary and the reading 
rooms were opened week days from 9. A. wm. to 9 p. M., and after 
a trial of five months there is no doubt of the success of the 
change. : 

In closing I wish to thank the trustees for their kindness, 
and the assistants and janitor for their unceasing efforts to meet 
the demands of the public in whatever capacity they are asked 
to serve

REMARKS. 


We recommend the building of two beds at the sewer farm 
he coining year, this being absolutely necessary in order to ob- 
tain an effluent satisfactory to the state authorities. 


NEW HOUSE AT STATION. 


Early on the morning of June Ist, the house at the station, 
used as the residence of the engineer. caught fire in some mys- 
terious inanner and was totally destroyed. The house was in- 
sured for $1800.00, the town recovering the full amount. The 
merit of having the engineer so close to the plant being firmly 
estlished, operations for rebuilding the horse was: started and 
bids solicited. 

Andrew Jensen, being the lowest responsible bidder, was 
awarded the contract for lwilding the house, for the sum of 


242 
nineteen hundred dollars. The house was built practically ae- 
cording to the old plans, with the exception of a 12 by 12 ell, in 
addition, anda few minor changes, with one extra chamber i 
the attic. The total cost of the house fully completed, stands 
the town twenty-four hundred twenty.two and 72-100 dollars 
($2422.72), $622.72 of this amount was taken from the con- 
struction appropriation. 

The engineer at the pumping station, Frank D. McCorrison, 
tendered his resignation early in September, on account of ill 
health, aud William F. Cribbs was appointed to the position. 
He comes with the best of references, being thoroughly familiar 
with sewarage plants, having been in the employ of the Metro- 
politan Water and Sewerage Commissioners for many years. We 
feel we have a very efficient man in our present engineer, as a 
marked change for the better has been very apparent in the con- 
dition of our plant during the past few months. ;

GENTLEMEN :—The tenth annual report concerning the 
Natick sewerage system during the vearending January 31, 
1906, is respectfully submitted. 


Appropriations. 
For the extension of the sewer, the sum of three thousand 
dollars was appropriated. 


Construction. 


The streets sewered were as follows: 

High street, from Pond southerly 1112 feet; Atherton 
street, from High to Pitt street ; Harrison street, from Cochitu- 
ate southerly 130 feet; Walcott street, from South Main to Cot- 
tage street. 

For data would respectfully refer you to table of cost of 
sewer extensions on subsequent page. 

Number of miles of pipe laid from 6 to 30 inches in diameter 
including brick sewer to January Ist, 1906, 11 miles, 4,121 feet. 


House Connection. 


Operations in this branch of the department began in April 
and closed in December. There were 54 connections made during 
the year. The total number of connections made with the system 
at the close of 1905 was 749. Of this number 691 are using the 
sewer, 539 having metered service, 152 pay fixture rates and 1 
abandoned. | 

The total income anticipated from these sources during the

‘year ending January 81, 1906 is $6,228. 
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Flushing. 


The system was flushed in April, July and November, 
Careful inspection showed the system to be in first class condition 
from a sanitary point of view. | 

Filter Beds. 

Two beds were planted with corn during the year by a citi- 
zen of the town, a nominal sum being charged for the use of same. 
During the freshets in the spring the beds are taxed to the ut- 
most and it is generally rather late before the beds are dried off 
enough to permit of cultivation. This being the case the corn 
being planted late does not allow sufficient time for the corn to 
properly mature unless we have a very late fall, as a frost would 
prove detrimental to the crop. 

However, the beds shoula be cultivated as cultivation very 
materially assists in keeping the filters in good working order, 
and I would recommend continuing the cultivation of the beds 
regardless of the cost or the income to be anticipated. 

It is absolutely necessary to prepare more area for filtration 
and I recommend the construction cf two more beds the coming 
year. 

Pumping Station. 


Work at the station has been brisk during the past year. 
During the winter and early spring the pumps worked to good 
advantage taking care of the heavy flow in much better shape 
than for some years past. This was due to the thorough over- 
hauling they received the summer previous at very great expense: 

On June Ist the residence of the engineer took fire and was 
totally destroyed. The worry and inconvenience incident to this 
so worked on the health of the engineer that he became ill and 
the efficiency of the plant suffered very materially in consequence, 
Finally the engineer tendered his resignation on September 5th 
and on September 17th he severed his connection with the de- 
partment. With this experience I realized that a man of the 
highest standing was required for the position, and with this point 
only in view, the present engineer was recommended for your 
consideration. 
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The selection has in every way verified the references fur- 
nished. I cannot say too much in praise of the good work he has 
done since he assumed the position. I feel that the department, 
has indeed been fortunate in securing the services of engineer 
Wilham F. Cribbs. 

Many alterations and improvements have been made in the 
plant since the advent of the new engineer, more scientific and 
up-to-date methods employed, which will result to the advantage 
of the plant and will tend to lessen considerably the heavy con- 
sumption of coal, our largest item of expense in the past. 

The outside of the station was thoroughly looked after also 
the root of coal shed was re-tinned and brick wall of same was 
partly rebuilt. The residence of the engineer was rebuilt during 
the year and is now fully completed aud occupied. It is a well 
constructed, convenient and altogether substantial house. 


Maintenance. 


The expenses at the station were large during the past year, 
the coal item being responsible in a great, measure for these con- 
ditions. I confidently expect that with the careful up-to-date 
methods in operation at the present time ovr expenses at the 
station will be considerably reduced in the future and our income 
correspondingly increased.

The net earnings of the department for the past six years, 
held in reserve by the Treasurer, represents a sum sufficient. to 
care for the appropriation to the sinking fund, which the town 
has appropiated each year, a matter of some $2500.00 and the 
Comnuissioners have made provisions for the required amount to 
be turned into the sinking fund this year, thereby lessening 
somewhat the heavy “ Interest’ indebtedness of the Town.

To hear and act on the report and recommenda- 
tion of the Committee on Town Hall, Armory, etc., and to see if 
the town will vote to accept the provisions of Chap. 489, Acts of 
1905, authorizing the town of Natick to erect a municipal build- 
ing, and to borrow money therefor, or otherwise act thereon. 

Art, 29. To see what action, if any, the town will take 
with reference to overdraw (unpaid bills) by engineers of the 
Fire Department, and amounting to $1,674.44 or otherwise act 
thereon. 

Arr 30. To see if the town will instruct its Representative 
to the Legislature to petition the Great and General Court for 
an act to authorize the town of Natick to electa Board of Public 
Works, to have control of its water works, sewer system and fire 
department, or otherwise act thereon. 

Art. 31. To see what action the town will take relative to 
the disposition of drainage now running over land of George F. 
Whitney, and relative to the suit at law now pending, on account: 
of said drainage. 

Arr. 32. To see if the town will authorize and instruct the 
Selectmen to petition the General Court for such legislation as. 
shall preserve to our citizens the right of boating, fishing and 
skating upon Lake Cochituate, or take any action relative thereto. 

Art. 33. To see if the town will appropriate a stun of money 
for setting headstones at graves of deceased soldiers. 

Art. 34. Tosee it the town will appropriate a sum of 
money for stone setting for the cannon at the soldiers’ monu- 
ment. 

Art. 0d. To see if the town will instruct the Water Com- 
missioners to extend the water pipes on Farwell ech as far as 
the so called Jameson place, and authorize the Treasurer to 
borrow money sufficient to pay for same.

Arr. 45. To act on the reports of the various town officers 
as Pepa and to hear and act on the reports of all committees 
chosen on town affairs, and to choose all necessary comuinittees 
for the ensuing vear. Also to choose fence viewers and field 
«rivers.
